They  foon  had  notice,   that 

the  Enemy's  Army  haying  aecamp'd  from  Tirlemont 

were  likewifeon  their  March  towards  the  Allies,whom 

the  Duke  of  Bavaria  and  Marlhal  de  Viticroj  were 

fully  relblv'd  to  engage,  either  that,  or  the  next  day, 

being  apprebenfive  that  the  Duke  of  hUrlborough 

had  a  deugn  to  inveft  Namur^    and  npt  in  the  leaft 

fiifpedin^,  thathis  Grace  had  been  join'd  by  the 

Danijh  Troops. 

A  Little  after  Eight  a-Clock  in  the  Morning,  the 
Advanced  Guard  of  the  Confederates,*  which  con- 
lifted  of  600  Horfe,  and  had  been  fent  with  all  the 
Quarter-Mafters  of  the  Army,  to  vjew  the  Ground^ 
arriv'd  at  the  Height  of  Merdorp^  (or  Msrdnu)  from 
whfnce  they  perceiv jd,  that  the  Enemy  were  in  mo-: 
tion,  and  marched  m  the  Plain  of  Mont  St.  Andre\ 
extending  themftlves  as  far  as  the  Tomb  ofHottomont^ 
towards  the  Mehaigne.  Hereupon  they  halted,  ana 
fent  Intelligence  to  the  Duke  Marlborough^  and  Mon- 
fieur  ^Auverquer^jue^  who  being  advanced,  about  Ten 
to  view  die  Enemy,  they  could  not,  at  firft,  judge 
whether  thofe  Squadrons  they  faw  were  only  to  co- 
ver their  March  into  their  Lines,  or  whether  they 
were  the  Van  of  their  Army,  that  came  to  offer 
mttle. ,  His  Grace,  therefore,  gave  Orders  for  the 
Horfe  to  haften  their  March,  refolving,  if  thofe  he 
(aw  had  been  only  covering  Squadroos^o  attack  them 
with  his  Cavahy  only ;  but  finding  the  Enemy's  whole 
Army  approach  with  an  apparent  Re(blution  to 
fight,  he  made  all  the  neceflary  Diipolidons  to  pre- 
vent them.  The  Enemy,  whole  Army  confifted  of 
V      76  Battalions,  and  i^x  Squadrons,  feeing  the  Confe- 
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cferatesib  near  them,  pofleis'd  diemielves  of  a  Very  A.  C. 
ftrong  Camp;^  placing  their  Right  near  the  Tcmb  cf  jjq^ 
Hottmmnt  againft  the  Mebaigne ;  and  their  Left  at  \ 
.  Anderkrk^^  or  Autregli^e^ ;  am  polled  a  good  deal  of 
their  Inrantry  in  the  Villages  of  i<wrr^/i/^,  Offu:^  and 
t(finmelies^  "which  laft  was  near  their  Center ;  befides 
wJzich  they  pUt  five  Battalions  near  the  Hedfjes  oF^'  '^^* 
jhe  Village  ot  Franquenies,  which  was  on  their  Right.  ^^''* 
The  Confederate  Army,  which  conlifted  only  or  74 
Battalions,and  iz^  Squadrons,  wa&^atthe(ame  time, 
drawn  up  in  order  of  Battle,  the  Kight  Wing  being 
pofted  near  Folf:(^  on  the  Rivulet  Taufe^  with  a  little 
Kiorais  in  Front ;  and  the  Left  near  the  Village  of 
Frnnquenies  on  theJ^A/?*^ w ;  where,befides  the  number 
of  the  Horfc  belonging  to  that  Wing,  the  Duke  of 
Marlborough  ordered  thcOantJI:^  Squadrons^  being  2 1  in 
humber,to be  polled  ^rightly  iudging,by  the Ctuation 
of  the  Ground,  that  the  Stre(s  of  the  AStian  would 
be  cm  that  fide.

Hereupon  the 
Enemy  detach'd  two  Battaliopns,  and  fourteen  Squa- 
drons of  Dragoons,  on  Foot,  to  reg^  that  impor- 
tant Poft;  but  MonBcuT  iP  Au%ierquerque  comman- 
ded, .  at  the  ftme  time,  the  whole  W  mg  of  Duuh 
Horfe  to  attack  the  Enemy,  which  not  only  preven- 
red  their  Defign,  butput  diofe  Dragoons  into  (uch

War,{eem'd  vHibly  to  ^flert  the  Julftce  of  theConfede-^^^*^'* 
rate  Caufe)  was  principally  owing  to  the  great  Cou- 
rage, Prudence,   Vigilance  and  Experience  of  Ae 
Chief  Coitimander,  the  Prince  and  Duke  oihUrtbdX 
roughs  who  Was   pedbnallv  prefent  in  the  hotteft  of 
the  x\fl:ibn  ;  giving  his  Orders  with   wonderful  Sc^ 
datencfi  and  Prelence  of  Mind.

Uigh  and  Mighty  Lords^ 

I  Return  you  my  moft  humble  thanks  for  the^^^***/

moft  gallant,  and  beft  appointed  Anhies,  that  ever  ^*^^^^^ 
Fr/tnce  brought  into  the  Field ;   and  recovered  the 
whole  Spanijfh  Brabdnt ;  the  Marquilate  of  the  Holy 
Empire,   with  its  Capital,  the  famous  City  of  Ant^ 
werf\  the  Lordfhip  and  City  of  Mnlhus,  and  the 
Capital  City,  with  the  beft  Part  of  Sfanijh  Flanders  : 
An  Event,    which  can  hardly  be  paralleled  any 
where,   but  in  the  Sequel  of  this  Year's  Hiftory, 
Ixrhen  we  (hall  come  to  relate  the  Duke  of  Savoy  s^ 
and  Prince  Eugcw^s  Glorious  and  (iiccesful  Cam- 
paign. •

talwUa,  E(£fes  only  excepted,  immediately  declared  ^7^  -   , 
for  King  CJb4r/«in.  So  great,fudden  and  unexpe<aed  ^p*  ' 
Acquifittions  and  SucceUes,  had  like  to  iprove  (atal  to 
that  Monarch's  Affairs :  For  tho(e  *  about  him,  mr*  Particu" 
ftead  of  providing  for  the  Securing  of  what  they  hsAlf^h  ^'•• 
got,  till  the  Return  of  the  Confederate  Fleet,  with*-^"^^ 
item  Reinforcements,  acted,  in  a  manner,  s^  if  they 
had  nothing  to  do.    They  began  to  inter iVic  with

1 7o4.  J^s  proper  Charge  and  Biifinefi,  with  arbitrary  State ; 
^^^\^  Inftead  of  CareJiing  thofe  that  had  already  declared, 
thereby  to  bring  over  thofe  that  had  not,  tbey  fell 
into  Divilions.  Piques,  and  Ccmtradi6Hons ;  And 
whereas  they  (hould  have  laid  out  the  Money  that 
Was  advanced  them  to  the  immediate  Service  of 
what  moft  required  it,  they  conftmed  the  greateft 
Part  in  what  might  have  been  fpared,  at  that 
ticklifti  Jun£hire.  Others  again,  lavifhed  a  great 
Part  of  that  Time  upon  Courtfliip  and  Divernom, 
which  might  to  much  better  Advantage  have  been 
bellowed  on  the  InlpeiHon  of  the  Soldiers,  the  Re- 
pairs of  the  Fortifications,  and  the  Gathering  Stored 
of  Provifions.  The  Natives,  on  the  other  hand, 
imagining,  by  all  this,  their  Security  to  be  real  ana 
fblid,  immediately  threw  off  all  ferther  Appre- 
hcnfion;  confined  their  Thoughts  again  to  tneir 
jproper  Callings,  and  endeavoured  to  put  a  ftop  to 
the  Funds  they  were  raifing  for  their  Defence  and 
Safety,  By  thefe  Neglcfts,  the  Soldiers  lay  ftarving 
and  t^ing  in  great  Numbers ;  the  Breaches  at  B/tr- 
celortA  and  Mmtjukh  Unrepaired  \  the  Garrifons  un- 
provided, and  Intelligence  not  looked  after.

The  Thing  the  Confederates  wanted  moft,  in  or- 
der to  make  a  fland  againft  the  Enemy,  was  Hories, 
and  thefe  were  not  to  be  had  in  Catat&nuiy  but  in 
Valencia.  To  have  them  there,  they  were  oblig'd,

gralplng  more  tlian  they  could  poiCblv  hold.  How- 
ever, the  City  of  VaUnda  having   declared  t  for"^^^^  ^^'  - 
King  Cluiries^   the  Encmj  threatning  to  lay  Siege  to^^J^V  *^ 
that  City ;  and  there  bcjng  an  ablblute  Neceflity  of'^^^^^  p^ 
having  r^orfes,  the  Earl  of  Peter btyrough^  with   thc,jp^'i(jo. 
Court's  Approbation,  enterM  the  Kingdom  of  Valen-^ 
cin^  with  about  if  00  Hundred  regular  Troops,  and 
about  as  many  Catalans.    His  Lordfliip  found  as 
unexpected  Succels  in  that  Kingdom,  as  he  had  in 
CAPnlonid  \  for,  in  a  few  da)^s,  he  advanced  to  the  ve- 
ry Capital  City,  after  having  relieved  San  Mattbeo^ 
wliich  had  been  ftoytly  defended  by  Colonel  *  3oncs^ 
and  forced,  or  rather  wheedled  Brigadier  Mahmn 
to  the  Surrenjler  of  Morviedro,    But  yet  this  large

Th?  Duke  of  Jnt'ou  fct  out  from  Madrid  the  %^do( 
February^  N.  S.  and  by  a  v^ry  eafy  Progrefe  arrived 
the  14th  o(  March^  at  Cafpe^  where  the  Marfliai  de 
TlxJJc  vfas  incamped  with  an  Army,  conl'ifting  of 
about  14000  French  and  Spaniards^  which  four  Days 
after  advance4  to  Frfiga.  It  was  generally  believed, 
that  that  Prince  would  open  the  Campaign  with  .

peared before  Barcelona^  whkh  awakening  the  Court, 
and  Inhabitant^,  tlie  latter  fell  innnediately  upon 
nmnin?i  up  the  Breachjth^'  with  the  Slownefi  natii- 
hil  to  the  Sfdnifh  Natioa    Some  Days  befbfej  thp 
Enemies 'Two  ^dies  advanced  tow^rd^  Barcelona^ 
but  yet  in  fiich  a  manner,  that  they:  feetned  not  to 
tiave  a  Defign  upon  it,  but  only  to  hinder  any  more 
Forces  from  entring  Lerida  otGir(ma\  and  con(^

^         ^  On  die  ad,  of  April  N.  S.  in  die  Evening,  the 
Forces  that  canW  from  ab<)iit  Gtro?fa^  under  the 
Omimand  of  the  Duke  of  SoallleT  joined   part 
of  dioie  that  came  li'om  Lcn^/i^  and  encamped  be- 
fore the  North-fide  of  the  City,  the  Right  Wing 
reaching  to  the  Foot  of  Motitfufch,  The  next.

*  This  Day  we  difturbed  t\^e  Enemy  with  our 
*finall  Parties,  as  well  upon  hiontjuicb  as  in  their 
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Camp  too,  where  a  Body  of  Mt^uelets  made-  a  Sail/  A  *  C» 
down  from  the  l;JeighDoirrbg  Hills -near  thcCow-  1706* 
t'f?ff  of  GrtfciVjOnd  took  fnMYi  thcEncmy.Seven  Hun-  ^ 
dred  Sheep,  and  twelve  Mules,  in  the  Face  of  their* 
*  whole  Camp ;  and  tho*  two  Squadrons  6f  Horie ' 
'  drew  out  to  refcue  them,  our  Friends  fairlv  re* 
pulft  them.  The  Miquelets  in  Towjn  Tallied 
forth  too,  and  made  theii^  advanced  GuafdB  tiot  a  ' 
little'  tmerfe,  hv  pickeering  upon  diem ;  now  and 
thctt  we  (ent  a  Gannon  Ball  fibm  out  Walls,  whicn 
commonly  fell  fhort  of  the  Ehemy. 

*  Afril  5th,  This  Morning  we  found  dbe  Fort 
(  ti^ar  the  Strand  X^'eft  otMontimch^  and  whicln 
commands  all  the'fhore  on  that  fide,  )  ih  the  . 
pofleffion  of  the  Enemy,  ^rrendred^  as  (uppoled^ 
by  treachery,  for  with  Fifty  good  Men  it  could 
haVe  held  out  till  beat  to  the  Ground ;  this  acci- 
dent made  the  City  jealous  of  the  Governor  of 
the  Caftk,  fo  d«ey,  this  day,  placed  'a  new  one , 
there. 

*  The  £nemy  having  got  ihis  Fort,  fell  itnmei 
diatcly  upoa  Landing  their  Provifions,  Camion 
and  ail  omer  Ammunition  ^  all  which  ^ey  werd 
mjrant  or,  particularly  the  firft;  ^r  being  naW 
letued  in  this  Camp,  the  Country  brings  them  ini 
nothing  but  what  tb^y  mfe  by  compulfion,  and 
that  cofts  them  Vefy  dear,  being  apt  to  be  qat'off 
by  the  Miquelets.  .^ 

*  We  thi^day  jpercei^cd  their  Camp  to  oe  irujcfe 
augmented  by  the  Temrinder  •  of  thfe  Troops  that 
came  ^nf  L^^^-fide ;,  but  what  made  amends  kt  . 
th5«>  wasttbe  arrival  of  my  Lord  Dmnegalj  Major 
General  $r.  j^>ji4«W  afid  Four  Regiments  of  the 
Garrilbn  of  Girona^  tyo  whereof  were  df  *  the 
new  fuis'd  Troofjs  in  this  Coontry  and  confequtotly 
of  no  great  valtie.  To  hinder  us  of  more  Succours 
that  way,  die  Encmfes  left  Wing  march'd  with  theii* 
Baggaee  a  League  or  twi[>  more  Eaftward^  €0  that 
they  adunoft  quite  invcft  both  Callk  «nd  City,  but 
their  Camp  is  but  in  one  Line,  and  With  lethemt 
Wide  Intermifliohs.  This  day  we  found  ouk  a  trea- 
dierdis  Defign  of  the  Ehemies,  for  a  FcUow  in  the 
Carrilbn  of  JMantjtdchCsiWc^  the  foregoing  Nighr, 
hired  .a  Boy  (  who  confels'd  the  facSl )  ta  put  out  all 
the  Matches,  and  throw  off  all  the  Priming  off  the 
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Matd>*Locks  he  could  meet  with,  efyecvAly  on  the 
Quarter  where  the  Enemy  defign'd  the  Attack. 
6th.  All  that\he  Ene^ny  feem  to  have  done  this 
Daj,  is  Landing  and  carrying  Provifions,  STc.  to 
their  Camp,  and  in  ftretching  it  more  Eaft^ly : 
This  day  We  had  it  confirmed.  That  the  Duke 
o(  Anjcu  is  in  Seriah  (at  the  fame  Houfc  where 
Cjb/fr/«*.the  9^  was  laft  Year).

*  Charks  III.  has  been  every  day  abroad  on  Hode* 
back,  fbitietimes  at  Montjuich^  (bmetimes  round 
rifle  City  Raftiparts,  and  *  i»  indeed /the  very 
Ofe  and  Soul  of  the  People  \  for  tKe  fifft  day, 
when  the  Enemy  defigned  to  have  (urprized  Munt^ 
fuich^  and  Deam  and  Defpair  was  (een  on  cv^y 
other  Face ;  nothing  was  legible  on  this  glorioijs 
young  Prince's  Countenance  but  Semfer  idem^  his 
ufi^  Colour  and  Serenitjr.

^6.  *  Laft  Night  at  8,  the  Enemy  begun  an  At- 
tack on  our  Weftmoft  Out-work,  where  viire  plac'd 
according  to  their  Turn,  (  and  which  I  iuppoie 
the  Enemy  was  acquainted  with  )  the^  new  Spani/h 
Foot-guards,  who  gave  way,  and  precipitately  re- 
tired upon  the  Emmy's  hrft  Oiuet ;  (b  that  at 
One  they  advanf 'd  to  the  Place  where  oiir  Guards 
and  Grenadier^  ^nere  polled,  and  bad  carry  d  that 
too  direftly,  had  we  not  ^Gted  Hkc  EngUjbnmt.

The  heat  of  the  At- 
tack lafted  about  two  hours;  after  which  the  reft  of 
the  Night  was  taken  up  in  popping  at  each  other, 
but  could  not  make  them  quit'  the  Poft  they

iTdi.  *  L^ft  Night  we  kept  firing  upon  the  Enemy

It  is  not  tojeekfromyia^  mv  Lords,  the  Comfort  thai 
is  found  in  the midft  of  ones  Misfortunes^  bjf  relating 
them  tofincere  Friends^  that  Irecat  to  mind  Jo  melancholy 
a  Thought:  It  ts  ratlxr  to  tomfort  and  encourage you^ 
The  Kjng^  my  Mafter^  is  perfhadedof  your  Affefhon  for 
his  Sacred  Ferjon^  and  of  the  Share  you  tak$  in  aU  that 
happens  to  him:  He  is  alfo  fenfibky  that  you  kjurCo  your 
true  Intereft. 

Tou  are  not  unacquainted^  my  Lords,  with  the  Dan-^ 
geroUs  Condition^  into  which  the  Liberty  of  your  Country 
would  be  bxouzhty  if  the  Houfe  of  Aufttia  could  refume 
that  dreadful  Superiority  it  had  under  Charles  the 
Fifth,    It  is  Jim  afpiringy  and  would  foon  attain  to  it^  , 
through  the  AJJifiance  of  alVorld  of  blinded  Allies,  wAo^ 
for  its  fak$^  foaander  away  the  Tfeafures  and  Blood 
of  their  People;  I  fay^  it  would  foon  arrive  toit^  if 
Fmicc  Jkould  grow  weary  of  oppofing^  orjhoutd  bt  forced 
to  yield  to  a  toa  impetuous  Torrent. 

Tou  havefeen  in  one  of  Monjkur  Mellarede'i  Mffrto* 
rialsy  which  I  have  publijhed^  the  Plots  that  are  laid  to 
ireak^he  Vnion  of  the  Laudable  Heheticl^Bodyj  and  to 
dejiroy  you  by  your  awn  Hands.

'  Theic  are  the  weighty  and  juft  Cohfiderationi 
which  incline  us  to  believe,  that  if  his  Moft  Chrir 
ftian  Ma  jefties  more  great. and  important  Affairs  had 
allowM  him  to  call  his  Eye  upon  that  Memorial, 
and  the  Refle(fiions  joifl'd  to  it,  he  would  certainly 
never  have  approved  that  you  Ibould  have  commu- 
nicated the  fame  to  us,and  much  lefs  that  you  (hould 
harve.  Printed,  and  Publiftied  them,  fince  thofe  Rer^ 
fleilions  tend  to  give  a  very  contemptible  Idea  of 
ourS^atc,  which  has  the  Hcmournotwithftanding  to 
be  ftri<9'lv  allied  with  his  Majefty  ;  And  fince  they 
(peak  alio  of  an  Irruption  into  our  Country,  tfio* 
we  always  thought  that  the  Treaty  of  a  pcrpetu4 
Peace,  betwixt  us  and  the  Crowti  of  France j  ought 
to  bave'proteded  us  againft  all  Hoftilittes  on  ni^

^Oftend.  19th  firom  the  Neighbourhood  pf  Kewfon^  and  en-

Cannon  towards  the  Sea-fide,  to  hinder 
the  Barks  ffomLanding,  the  advancM  Guard  repair'd 
thither,'  anrf  having   naiPdupthc  5' Pieces  retir'd 
by^  break  of  Day.    In  the  mean  time,  the  Befiegers 
having  InteiHgencc,  that  the  Seamen  and  Burghers, 
would  aifift  the  French  Gahifon  in  defending  the 
Place,  Monfieur  the   Velt-Marefthal, '  lent  them 
Word,  that  he  would  ruin  the  Town,  and  bum  all 
the  Ships,  In  cafe  they  fhould  help  the  Enemy,  which 
Meflage  had  the  dehred  Effeft.

1706.  Fairhorn  came  aihore  to  confer  with  Moulieur  d  Am-. 
I  verquenjucy  and  it  was  refolv'd  that  the  next  Day 
the  Bomb-Veflels  fliould  draw  near  the  Place  to 
bombard  theTo^K^  The  (ame  day,  (the  ^d  of  July) 
the  Trenches  on  the  left  were  carriod  on  within  i  yo 
Paces  of  the  Glads  of  tlic  Place ;  and  the  Line  of 
Communication  being  finifti'd,  the  Attacks  were  puiv 
filed  with  io  great  Vigour,  tlwithc  Befiegers  covered 
themfclves  froni  the  Cannon  of  die  Town;  inlcn 
much,  that  the  4  Batteries  that  had  been  ere&ed, 
'!;/;(,  one  of  8  pieces  of  Cannon,  one  of  i8  Mortars, 
one  of  ^8  pieces,  and  one  of  7,  being  all  ready,  they 
began  to  batter  the  Place  by  break  of  Day,  with 
fiich  uninterrupted  Fury,  that  Fire  broke  out  in  fe-s 
veral  Places  betbre  8  a  Qock;  and  the  Town  being 
(o  terribly  battered,,  both  by  Sea  and  by  Land,  great 
part  of  the  Cannon  of  the  Befieged  were  difinount* 
^d  before  Night,  and  the  Place  almoft  cntirdy 
ruin'd.  The  4th  was  fpent  in  firing  vigoroufly  a- 
gainll,  and  bombarding  the  Town,  and  the  Night 
between  the  4th  and  ^th  to  Aflault  was  maide  upon 
the  Counterfcarp.

Charles  XL\.  This  Town  was  Invefted  by  the  Sfanidrds  C^-y>^ 
during  the  Government  of  the  Arch-Puke  Alhert  of 
Aufiria  the  fth  of  of  July  i6oj,  and  luftain'd,  at  that 
time,a  Siege  of  three  Years,  or,  as  Come  Hiftorians  re- 
late, ^  Years,  ^  Months,  ^  Week,  ?  Days,  and 
^  Hours,  during  which  the  Beiiegers  loft  Seventy  Gx 
thou^d.  Nine  hundred  and  Sixty  one  Peribns,  vi:(. 
7  Field-Mareichals,  15"  Colonels,  ic^  Majors,  i6f 
Captains,  1166  Lieutenants,  ^^z  Enligns,  1911  Ser** 
jcants,  9166  Corporals,  610  Under  Corporals,  f  4^6() 
private  Soldiers,  601 1  Seamen,  and  1 196  Women 
and  Children.    But  now  the  fime  Place,  tho'  de* 
fended  by  a  numerous  Garrifbn,  commanded  by  tWQ 
Generals,  the  one  a  Trenchmanj  the  other  a  Spaniard^ 
and  provided  wkh  abundance. of  Artillery  and  Am-        /    - 
munition,  flxrrendred  to  the  Invincible  Allies,  after 
it  had  been  battered  only  ^  Davs  and  ibme  Hours. 

According  to  the  Capitulation,  the  Garrifbn 
marched  out  on  the  8th  of  July^  without  any  Marks 
of  Honour,  and  onlv  with  their  Swords  and  Bag- 
gage, having  been  ooUged  to  protnife  not  to  bear 
Arms  againft  King  Charles  III.  or  his  Allies,  for  the 
fix  Mcmths  following.  It  coniifted  of  two  Sfanijh 
Battalions ;  four  Troops  of  Dragoons  of  the  (ame 
Nation,  and  four  French  Regiments ;  but  the  former, 
moft  of  them,  entred  into  the  Service  of  the  AUiVs. 
No  mention  was  made  in  the  Capitulation  of  the .

Yearns  *  Annals  )  (et  out  for  Viennn  about' the  mid- 
Afumof  die  of  Ftbrnary^  iyo>.  leaving  the  Imperial  Army 
Italy.       undfr  the  C^mman^  of  General  ^vcntUu,    The 
Duke  of  Vendr^fme  went  about  the^  fame  Time  to 
theCouit  ofFrrfwr^^but  having  tjuickly  diftatch'd 
hfe  Bufinefs  f here',  he  fet  out  from  Pnrisy  on  nis  Re- 
turn to  ItAly^  the  i^th  of  Mnrch^  N.  S.  arriv^  the 
'x^d  at  ChtvM^  and  having  concerted  Meafiiren  with 
'A:  the  Duke  of  ia  Feuilladc^  for  the  intended  Siege  of 

Turin^  proi:ecdcd  to  Mi7/?w,  and  form'd  a  Projco:  to 

t  Itirprixe  the  Imperialifts,  which  was  executed  with 

great  Expedition,  Secrecy  and  Succeft.

In  the  mean  rime  he  paC'd  the  TriDops  v^-y^ 
over  the  Canal  with  all  diligence,  and  made  divers 
Paffages  over  a  Ditch  full  of  Water,  which  they 
were  obliged  to  go  over  to  enter  the  Plain.    But  ic 
being  broad  Day,  theEnemjjT  perceiv'd  that  IQO 
Horfe^  were  advancing  to  gain  a  great  Eminence^ 
adjoining  to  the  Village  or  Cnlcindtp ;  whereupon 
they  caus'd  their  Horle  to  march,  who  drew  up  in

Council  of  War,  wjiereinit  was  rdblved  to  aflfcm*^iwr, 
ble  alji  their  Troops  on  the  Chiefay  between  Mmte^ 
chiari  and  Calcinat$^    it  being  not  doubted,  but 
that  the  Duke  of  Vcndofme  dejugn'd  to  attadc  thehr 
Quarters  before  die  Arrival  of  Prince  Eugene^  and 
the  Reinforcements  expefted  from  Germany.  Ttofe 
Troops  march'd  with  all  poflible  diligeqcc,  a^d  the 
17th  encagip'd  between  Montechiari  and  CaUinatey 
to  the  number  of  9000  Foot,  and   ^dpo  Horie, 
withlbme  Field-Pieces,  the  reft  of .  theJfArtilfery 
being  ^tGavnrdo.    The  Duke  of  Firw^i?//^  having

Enemy  having  purlued  them,  cut  off  the  Ownmu- 
nication  between  our  Troops  and  lAontechiarl  and 
■Calcinato\  whtreupon  Colonel  Arend^  who  c6m-i 

mandcd  in  the  firft,  marched  out  with  his  Garrifon, 
and  fought  his  way  through  the  Enemy,  retiring 
to  Gnvardo.  The  CJarrilbn  of  Calcinat^^  confifting 
for  the  mpft  ,part  of  Prujpans^  defended  thonfclyes , 
to  the  laft  extremity,  and  were  almoft  all  cut  in 
Pieces.  Prince  Eugene^  who  wais  arrived  (bme 
days  before  at  R^eredoy  being  Informed  of  this 
Asmon,  tepalr'd  the  ftme  Evemng  to  Gavardo  with 
all  i)omble  ^cd,  and  lent  Orders  tx)  two  Palatine 
Regiments  at  Bidi:{oli  to  march  te  Salo^  and  having 
rlUied  Ws  Troops,  encamp'd  between  Gavardt  and 
Limonoy  wKere  ne  was  joln'd  the  xoth  by  (bine  other 
Pn^nsy  and  Recruit?.  HisHighnefi  fojt  Orders 
to  fonje  others  Troops  in  the  Trentin  to  join  him, 
and  withdrew  ftme  Batallions  from  fome  IJofts  in 
the  Brefciany  where  they  were  too  much  expos'd  to 
the  IniultS  of  the  French,  The  Lofi  the  Germans 
liiftain^d  is  varioufly  reported^  as  wdl  as  that  of 
the  French  ;  but  we  may  (ay  in  genaal,  that  the 
Aftlon  was  veiy  bloody,  and  that  the  number  of 
the  SSain  is  pretty  equal  on  both  fides,  tho'  it  muft 
be  own'd,  tnat  the  French  have  taken*  a  great  num- 
ber of  Prilbncrs,  with  fcveral  Pieces  of  Cannon, 
and  forcMthe  Imperialifts  from  t heir  Pofts.  A  great 
many  Soldiers,  who  were  foppos'd  to  be  kili'd,  or 
taken,  are  retiim'd  to  their  Regiments,  and  after 
a  -ftriA  Review,  there  are  but  aoco  Men  miffing. 
General  Valk^nficiny  the  Count  de  Vebien,  and  ftve- 
ral  other  Officers  were  taken  Prifoners,  and  the 
Generals  Vifcmti  and  Grimnldl  Wounded  \  of  the 
Frenchy  the  Marquis  de  S^  Germain  BeauPre'y  du  He- 
r^ity  Belabre^  and  Ibme  other  General  Officers  are 
(aid  to  be  Wounded.    The   Frufjians  diftinguifli'd

Though  thcle  Relations  differ  in  (everal  Circum- 

itances,  yet  thev  agree  in  this,  that  the  Germans 

loft  the  Day.    Tlic  Duke  of  Vendefme  improving  this 

Advantage,  oblig'4  them  to  abandon  Gav^do^  Sah^ 

and 
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and  all  their  Pofts  in  the  Brifdnn  j  from  whence  A .  C. 
Prince  Eugene  took  care,  however,  to  fend  die  Ar-    tyolS, 
tillery  and  Ammunition  to  Hivtt^   and  retired  thatvyVV 
way  with  his  Irfantry  :  The  Cavalry  itoaking  their 
Retreat  along  the  thlcfrt^  by  jthe  Valley  of  Snlio^  or 
J^ccn  d'Anfo.  ^The  Duke  of  Vcndofme  endeavoiir*d  to 
fail  on  the  Rear  of  the  Imperialifts,  but  found  it  too 
difficult.    Yet,  'tis  to  be  (Afcrv'd,  that  the  Oennnns 
not  having  time  to  fend  away  ail  their  ArtUlciy, 
threw  (bme  Pieces  into  the  Lake  de  Gnrda.

A  Regiment  of  Foot  arriv'd  there  alfb  froni 
Ae  Vallies  c/f Lucerne ^  and  a  Bridge  was  ordcrM  to 
be  made  there  over  the  Ptt,    The  r6th  the  Baron 
4e  f(egaL  Qeneral  of  Battalia,  having  by  the  Duke

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Dommtons,  and  expofe  themfelves.  to  (b  many  Dan^ 
gers^r  (eeking  a  Retreat  in  a'  Foreign  Country  \  but 
they  might  be  aflured,  that  their  High  Mightinelfo 
woiild  exert  their  utmoft  Power  to  aflift  his  Royal 
Highnefi  for  the  Recovery  of  his  Country,  and  pro- 
cure him  aSatisfaftion  proportionable  to  thcSacnfic6 
he  had  made.  ^  Their  Royal  Highnefles,  who  (iip* 
potted  that  Difgrace  with  a  Magnanimity  beyond 
Example,,  anlwer'd,  *  'JThat  n«xt  to  God,  they 
wholly  relied  oii  her  Majefty  of  Great  Britaiv^  and 
their  High  Mightineffes,  and  did  not  queftlon  to 
return  fliortly  to  their  Capital,  through  their  powi 
crful  Affiftance.^  The  Dutchefe  Dowager  added,  id 
mrticular,  that"  notwithftanding  her  great  Age, 
file  had  joyfully  Undergone  the  Fatigue  of  a  dange- 
rous Journey,  and  hadthis  Comfort  in  the  Mister-'' 
tune  of  her  Faihily,  that  flie  had  an  opportunity 
to  convince .  the  World  by  her  CohduS,  that  (he 
was  infeparable  from  the  Intereft  of  die  Duke  her 
Son.  a];id  #ould  not  forfake  the  Dutchels  and  her 
(Ghildreh ;  Concluding,  that  (he  hop'd  that  the 
States  General  would  ferioiifly  confiaer  her  great 
Age,  and  the  £k>urilhing  Condition  ih  which  flic 
had  jiv'd,  and  ufe  all  pofliblc  means  to  reftore  her 
Family  to  the  Pofleffion  of  their  Dominions.  She 
exprefled  an  Heroick  Concern  when  (he  ipoke  thefe 
Words,  and.  defired  the  Envoy  to  acquaint  his  Ma- 
tters therewith. 

When  the  Court  removed  icota.  Ceva^  the  Duke  of 
Savo^  lent  Mr.  Chetmnd  (who  took  care  of  the  Afc 
fairs  of  Englani^  till  the  Arrival  of  Mr.  Mnhwen^ 
to  GfwM,  to  defire  the  Republick  not  only  to  give 
Retreat  to  the  Dutchefles  and  the  Princes,  but  like- 
wife  to  lend  their  Gallies  to  tranfoort  them  from 
thence  to  their  Territories ;  which  the  Republick 
gianted.  in  a  mol^  civil  manner.  Oh  the  xgth  live 
of  their  Gallies  came  to  Dinne^  to  tranlport  riicm 
accordingly;  but  the  Wind  being  high  and  con- 
trary, their  Royal  Highnpfles  did  not  think  fit  to 
embark,  and  lb  th^  Gallies  put  into  St.  Hpno^  till 
the  Weather  was  more  favourable.  They  w/are 
very  well  nleas'd  to  fee  Ae  latoe  day  (  June  tgth^  % 
a  Ship  or  5'^  Guns,  with  Englijh  Colours  commg 
into  the  Port.  The  Commander  was  admitted  to 
their  Audience^  and  laid.

That  he 
had  received  Advice,  that  the  Enemy  were  (end- 
ing a  Detachment   of  three'  or  four  Thoufand 
Men  to  the  Lorpf r  AdigCy  who  were  already  ad«i» 
yanced  beyond  Legnn^o,    In  the  Evening  his  Hlghr 
nefi  receiv  d  Advice  from  Colpnd  Pntccy  That  he 
was  marched  with  the  Horie  under  his  Command 
to  Lucia^  and  t)iat  his  Foot  was  conie  as  far  as 
Hoara:    That  Lieutenant  Colonel  Meffnui^  with  a 
Party  of  the  Palatine  Regiment  of  Horfe  qf  H/i/^ 
ftldt^  had  beat  one  of  i  fo  of  the  Enemy^s  Horle, 
Iciil'd  bei^en  40  and  fo  upon  the  Spot,  and  brought 
in  a  CafRkiB  a  Lieutenant,  and  18  Troopers  Fri- 
fbners,  aq^^  Horles^  and  pu^fued  the  reft  of  them, 
within  i  Mile  of  La  Badia,    Orders  were  there- 
upon di^atchM  to  him,  to  (end  out  Parties  to  view 
the  Country,  and  ob(crve  the  Enemy.    The  Troops 
undef  the  Command  of  Major-General  Count  Hei- 
Jing^  and  the  Regiments  of  Herberjlein  anjl  Guttgn-, 
fieln^  which  lay  along  the  Vpper  Adige,  were  or- 
dered to  come  aown  «o  CafielrBaldo^y  and  tlie  Pofb 
which  they  quitted,  were  taken  up  by  the  Regi- 
ments oi I{cventUu^Kjrchbnum  znd ^um/ungen,  Tne 
Battery  againil  M^;{W  being  (inifh'd,  the  Imperia* 
lifts  began  in  tte  Night,  to  mount  two  Pieces  of 
Cannon  bf  24  Pounders,  but  the  8th  of  July  in  the 
Morning,  to  their  great  Surprize,  (for  the  Batteries 
had  not  begun  to  fare,}  the  French  abandoned  that 
iPoft,  which  they  *had  fbrtify'd  (b  well,  that  they 
might  have  held  it  a.long  time.    His  Highnc(s  im- 
mediately cau(ed  his  Troops  to  take  Pofleflion  of 
it  J  and  judging  the  Enemy  might  aUb  quit  La 
J^adiay  he  gave  Orders  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hoffinariy 
who  comnxaqded  the  Regiment  of  B^gm,  upon  the

Gate,  and  t^k  PoflbiHon  of  that  Im^WfSnt  Pollf 
protcfting  againft  the  Governor's  Proceeding,  an^ 
that  he  alone  fhould  bc^  anf\^^erable  for  any  Conlfe- 
quenoes  that  might  attend  it    The  Troops  com- 
manded by  Major  General'/?/*///;;^  that  day,  camq 
to  Caflefbatdo:,  and  brought  with  them  IcVeral  Bon- 
tons  for  a  Erldgc  to  be  made  over  the  Adige  beloAV 
M?:?;^/,  for  the  better  Communication  of  the  Troops 
on  cither  fide  of  that  River.    The  9th,  Prince  £«- 
g^  received  an  Account,  That  the  Enemy  had  alfo 
quitted  the  Canal  of  Mnhper/i^  and  were  retired  to- 
wards C/t/idgnnto^  behind  the  Canal  Mi/inco ;  and  that 
they  were  under  great  Confternation,  which  indeed 
was  evident,  from,  their  abandoning,  with  (iich  Pre-, 
cipltation,  fo  many  Polls ;  which  they  had  fortify'd 
with  fo  much  Art  and  Labour,*  that  >was.expe£ced 
they  would  have  difburod  the  Ground,  Toot  by  Foot' 
Before  the  Impcriallfts  pufi'd  the  Adlgc^  the  French 
had  given  out,  that  if  they  did  get  over,  .they  would 
ftop  them,  by  cutting  the  Banks  of  that',  and  the 
neighbouring  Rivers,  and  laying  the  Country  under. 
Water :  They  had,  indeed,  begun  to  do  Co  at  Me\ii^ 
but  retired   before  they  had  finrfh'd  that  Work:* 
They  attempted  the  ^me  at  Anguilitraj  but  were 
again  prevented  by  thelmperialifts  coming.up9n  them, . 
The  French^  whoft  Vanity  (eems  to  encreafc  with 
their  Difgraces,  endeavour  d  in  their  publick-  Ac- 
counts, to  put  a  Glofi  on  the  fading  Laurefe  of  the : 
•the  Duke  of  Vc7idofme^  by  giving  out,'  *That  hJq;

vancM  Polls  of  the  lEocmy  neaf  and  at  Ciifteihuic^ 
but  thcv  retiry  upon  their  Approach  to  M?«ij 
where  they  had. a  Bridge  on  the  Adige^  defended 
by  a  good  Intnenchment^  Our  Troops  pofted  ' 
themlcTves  on  the  Banks  of  that  River,  and  made 
a  (hew  of  intrenching  themfelves  there,  as  if  they 
had  intended  to  ereft  Batteries  to  beat  down  the 
Bridge  of  the  Enemy,  or  diflodge  them  from  their 
Pofts,  whereupon  Aey  ti^^ii  out  of  their  Intreiich- 
ments  with  iioo  Men,  and  attacked  our  Detach* 
ment  with  a  great  deal  of  Vigour.  They  were 
received  with  tlie  like  Bravery,  and  after'  a  Skir- 
mifh  which  lafted  about  halt  an  hour,  thcy  were 
repuls'd  with  a  confiderable  J^ofs,  leaving  our  Mcq 
maftcrs  of  the  Banks  of  the  River!

Prij^ners.  The  News  of  that  Colonel's  having 
pa(s'd  the  Adige,  caus'd  a  great  Conftcmation  a- 
mong  the  French :  They  quitted  the  Poft  of  Mi:{:{l 
in  the  Night  between  the  yth  and  8th  Inftanc,  and 
broke  ^y{^  their  Brid#,  retiring  on  the  other  fide 
of  the  River ;  whereupon  our  Troops  took  Poft  in 
an  Ifland.

The  14th  of  laft  Month  we  .came  to  ^in^  de  Mo-  fignher 
i&iM,and  encamped  there  with  the  ?Anaxo  in  our  Rear,  prt jre/jr  tf 
*  The  xyth,  xoth  and  xyth  we  halted  there.  The  Mnu  Eu^ 
xStii  at  Day-break  we  marchM  towards  Campo  S/intogcnc. 
where  wc  arrived  at  9  in  the  Morning.  The  fol- 
lowing Night  wc  continued  our  march,  and  jpailed 
die  Secchia  near  S.  Martina^  the  Foot  over  a  Bridge 
that  was  laid  with  great  Expedition,  the  Hoife  dira? 
feveral  Fords.  Tne  xgtK  and  qoth  we  halted,  a? 
well  to  wait  the  coming  uf)  or  our  Baggage,  as  to 
refrefh  our  (elves  after  the  great  Fatigue^  wc  had 
endured,  e^cialk  by  reafbn  of  the  great  Heats, 
which  at  this  Seauon  are  io  exceflive  in  thefe  Parts^ 
that  we  are  oblig'd  to  march  almoft  always  in  the  . 
Night.  The  ?ift.  in  the  Morninfi  we  arrived  at 
the  Canal  of  Uio  near  Car  fit  The  ift  of  this 
Month  at  Day-break,  we  pais  d  that  Canal  in  8  Co- 
lumns, and  having  afterwards  drawn  up  into  one 
Body  in  the  Plain,  we  divided  our  felves  again  into 
4  Columns  and  marched  direftly  towards  the  Ene- 
iny's  Army,  which  was  behmd  the  Parmegt/ina^

However,  the  Allies  K^,,>^ys^ 
iburid  diemfelves  in  PofieiSoti  of  aboTc  loo  Pieces  j^rfiyal 
of  Cannon,  of  diflfianent  Bore^  With  a  great  Number  J  c  Mar- 
of  Prifoners,  among  which  we^  y  or  6  Generals  jcin  mm^ 
paxticnlarly  the  Aforthal  de  Marciftj  who  having  rt-^^^h 
Celved  a.Mortal  Wound  in  the  Batde,  defired  that  a  '^""«'» 
Guard  might  be  (enc  to  the  Place  where  he  was  laid, 
which  was  immediately  granted.

Marquis  de  In  Florida^  Govemor  of  the  lattef ,  fcnt 
out  a  Drum  the  ^d  in  the  nK)ming,to  demand  of  the  . 
City  a  continuation  of  Contributions,  threatning, 
if  refijfed,  to  cannonade  and  bombard  them.  The 
60  Decuriones  of  the  City  aflembled  thereupon,  and  ' 
iending  the  Drum  to  rrince  Eugene^  hi?  rlighctffi 
lent  him  back  to  the  Marquis  de  la  ^lortda^  with  a 
hfote,  in  which  he  informed  him,  that  having  an 
abfolute  Power,  he  muft  treat  with  him>  and  not 
with  the  City.  The  4th  the  Drum  came  out  again, 
with  an  Anfwer  from  the  Marguis,  in  Which  he

'  \V^  mall  therefore  content  our  (elves  to  fay,  that 
Confidcring  all  the  prefint  Circumftances  of  the 
'  Houies  of  AifftriA  and  Bourbon^  (b  far  as  the  War  in 
Jf^h  had  an  Influence  on  diofe  Circumftances,  the 
Managers  muft  be  Matters  of  great  Dexterity  and 
Addre(s,  who  could  prevail  upon  both  Parties  to 
believe  they  Ihould  find  their  Account  in  thisTrea- 
nr.  The  Willihgnefs  of  the  French^  arifing  no.doubt 
^om  the  neceliity  thev  were  under  to  withdraw 
their  Troops  on  anv  iTerins,  out  of  a  Country 
where  it  was  impofliMe  for  them  to  maintain  them, 
appears  firom  divers  Articles  of  the  Treaty,  hut  moft 
particularly  fix>m  their  intirely  giving  up  the  Inte- 
refts  of  the  Duke  of  TAahtun.  ^  But  whether  the 
Houfe  of  Aujhia  confulted  their  own  Intereft,  in

They  lent  a  Detachment  to  take 
Pofleffion  of  Alva  de  Tormes ;  put  a  Garrifbn  in  the 
Caftle :  And  on  the  ixth  left  S#«/4wi/i«c<f,. and  march'd 
towards  the  Pafi  of  GundnrAniH,  through  a  very  fine 
Champain-CoimDry ;  the  Army  obferving-prctty  good 
Dlfcipline.  But  here  we  muft  take  Notice,  that  by 
reafbn  of  the  Garrifons  they  had  left  in  (everal  Places, 
they  had  no  more  than  lo  Portu^jic:{e  Battalions  \  ^and 
that,  through  the  great  Defation  among  them,  the 
Army,  which  at  the  beginning  of  the  CampaigtH 
was  above  two  and  twehty  thouland  Men  ftrong,

Troops  that  were  returning  through  Nnvarre  j  and 
order  d  moft  of  his  Troops  which  were  dilperfed 
throughout  all  Sfain^  to  come  and  join  him.  .

ThtLwd  Wpon  the  Army's  Arrival  near  l^uejlra  Signors  de 
•Gal way  ^^^^^^U  ^Y  Lo^a  OaivQny  recciv'd  Letters  from  King 
reetives  charlcs  and  Count  Kcyelles,  who  faid  they  referred 
iMtm  themfclves  to  the  Bearers,  fiHom  whom  his  Lordftiip 
fi^m  King  learnt,  TJ^af  they  hud  left  Kjng  Charles  nt  Barcelona^ 
Charles,  and  that  my  Lord  Peterborough  had  embarked  the  In- 
fantry  fir  Valencia,  v^herc  the  Kjng  \»ns  to  join  him 
with  all  tlje  Cnvulry^  and  tijen  march  towards  Madrid. 

The  Portuguei^e  (ecmed  very  much  to  wonder  that 
no  Army  was  yet  marching  that  way  to  join  them ;

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ly,  that  rhey  thought  the  p9^tuguc7^e^,Axmy  more  iiu-  A.  C. 
mejrous,  than  it  was  in  njallty,    and  that  the  great   i  jo6. 
Opinion  that  was  entertain'd  of  It,  in  Mndrid^  was  v>^YV 
v^ry  much  abated  fince  thpy  had  feen  it ;  that  it  was 
uncertain  ^iien  it  (hould  be  reinforced  by  the  King 
and  the  Rnglifh  Troops ;  that  they  were  well  ia- 
form'd  that  thz  French  Forces,  that  returned  from 
Catnloniaj  began  to  arrive  in  I^/ivarre  \    that  thofe  i 

Troops  were  not  ruin'd  after  the  Raifing  of  the  Siege 
of  Barcelona^  as  ^twas  reponed,  becaufe  they  had  not 
been  purfii'd  in  their  Kstreat ;  and  laftlv,  that  the 
Allies  (hould-  'thereby  ingage  the  City  of  Madrid  to 
make  a  ftcp,  in  which  they  (hould  not  be  able  to 
maintain  'cm.  However  this  Ceremony  was  thought 
abfblutely  neceflfary  for  Reputation's  fake  ;  For  the 
'  Confederates  made  no  doubt,  but  that  a(roon  asthis 
Proclamation  (hould  be  known,  all  the  Troops  that 
were  in  Catalonia  and  Vkleuda  would  march  to  joiir

The  Corregidor  demanded  (bvoc  Days  to  make,  as 
he  pretended,  the  neceflary  Preparations  for  that 
Ceremony,  but  in  effeft  to  receive  Orders  frcxn  Don 
Francifco  HonquiUo^^  who,  in  all  likelihood,  gave  him 
leave  to  perform  it,  that  he  might  keep  his  Place; 
*^herein  he  was  very  lifeftil  to  his  Defigns.    Here- 
ujjon,  it  was  propofcd  among  the  Generals,  to  ap- 
point another  Corregidor,  but  be(ides  that  the  Per- 
fon,  who  was  Jn  that  Office,  had  a  good  Chara<9:c; 
amongft  the  Pnrtifans  of  the  Houfe  otAuliria^  it  was 
very  uncertain  whether  another  (hould  be  better  af* 
feflted  to  the  Intereft  of  King  Ch/tdcs  -^  and  they 
could  (hew  no  Power  from  his  Majefty  to  make  a 
ftep  of  that  Nature  according  to  Law,  (q  thit  the 
Corifcquences  of  it  might  have  hccn  dangerous.

I70(>.  A  fo  compliment  the  Queen  Dtmager^  and  he  wsJt-

Care  was  alfo  taken  to  fend  circular 
JLetters  to  all  the  Cities  and  Towns-,  to  exhort  them 
to  follow  the  Example  of  the  capital  City,  which 
many  did  ;  and  the  Tribunals,  or  Courts  of  Judica- 
ture, were  ordered  to  adminifter  Juftice  in  the  Name 
of  King  ChArles  which  they  rea<iily  Qbey'd :  All  thi§ 
pafled  wry  quietly,  and  without  the  leaf):  Oppofi- 
tion. 

The  main  Application  of  the  Confederate  Gen^ 
rals  was  to  fend  oailv  Exprefles  towards  Arra^m  and 
Valencia^  to  preii  tne  King  to  come  and  join  them 
with  all  the  Forces  he  could  affemble  ;  and  Orders 
were  fent  Ukewife  for  ail  the  Troops  that  could  be 
drawn  from  the  Province  of  Abcira^  to  begin  their 
'  March  immediately  towards  Madrid.    The  Provi- 
iions  diey  had  brought  with  them,  being  almoftcon* 
^        ium'd«  diey  xnade  Application  to  iuch  Men  as  were 
thought  moft  underftanding,  with  whom  they  con- 
lia^d  for  the  providing  the  Army  with  Bread,  and 
for  a  Referve  of  Bisket;  and  the  better  to  enable 
them  to  perfi)rm  what  they  undertook,  fome  Mony 
was  advanced  to  em.    Madrid  being  before  the  Con-  ^ 
federate  Camp  it  was  thought  more  adviftble  to  co-  ' 
ver  that  City,  and  hinder  its  ConmiuiUcation  witi) 
the  Enemy  as  much  as  poiFible .-  Hereupon  on  Ac 
xyth  of  ?tt/y,,  they  incamp'd  at  Puente  de  Us  Viveres^ 
having  tlic  Xaramn  before  them  \  and  here  they  had 
Advice,  that  a  Detachment  of  EngUJh  Troops,  under 
General  HlndhAw^  had  made  themfelves  Mailers  of 
He^uena^  which  opens  an  entrance  from  Valencia  tntO- 
Caftilc,    The  Confederate  Generals  the  better  to  co- 
yer Madrid  threw  a  Body  of  Infentry  into  AlcaU^ 
under  the  Command  of  the  Conde  de  Toraca^  €Te6t-> 
ed  there  their  Ovens,  repaired  the  Mills,  and  fee 
their  Bakers  at  Work.

that  came  from  France^  which,  they  (aid,  wouM    i  y^g] 
foon  enable  Kinj[  PfoV/p  to  cut  off  all  the  Portu^  C^^YSj 
,Vf^Xf9   and  chaftizc  thofe,  who  fliew'd  their  Af- 
fe6Hon  to   the  Houfe  of  Aufhia.    Theft  Reports 
made  the  greater  Impreflion  on  the  unfteady  Minds  * 
of  the  People,    by   reafon  (bme  days  alter  two  ^'^^  ^'^^^ 
Prlefts  did  publickly  make  Oath,  that  King  Chitrhs^'M^^^^ 
was  dead,  and  that  they  had  feen  him  imbahn'd :  q^^^ 
The  Confederate  Generals  caused  one  of  them  to  be 
arretted  ;  but  having  no  certain  Accounts  whereby 
to  deftroy  theh*  fiUe  Depofitions,   they  were  not 
able  to  difebufe  the  people.    On  the  7th  of  Julj^^Sevend    ' 
they  fent  to  the  King,  by  the  way  of  Valencl/ty  the  Bxpr^ff 
Captain  of  the  Huffkrs^  with  Thirty  Troopers  toAj^  t9Rtng 
prds  his  Majefty  to  come  to  diem.    The  Commani  ^  wlcs. 
cr  of  that  Patty  loft  moft  of  bis  Men,  who  were 
Idliy  b]r  the  Pealants  in  their  March ;  notwithftand- 
ing  which  he  reached  the  King,  as  well  as  fevcral 
Couriers,  tho'  a  greater  Number  fell  into  the  Hands      ^ 
of  the  Enemy. 

x\fter  the  Railing  of  the  Siege  of  Barcelona^  the 
Earl  of  Peterhdrough  went  fix>m  thence  by  Sea,  to  Vk^ 
ienciaj  with  fome  Infantry,  and  it  was  expected, 
TTiat  according  to  the  *  Refolutions  taken  in  fcvfr.*  Sa  tig 
ral  Councils  of  War,  King  Chnrhs  (hould  march  ^pfcndix 
thither,  by  Land,  with  the  Horfc,  and  fo  haften  Number 
together  to  Mndril^  which  undoubtedly  was  theVUI/.Si.v 
wiicft  Counfcl  his  CathoUck  Majeftr^  could  have 
fbllowy .

This  Intelligence  fill'd  the  Army  with  incredible 
Joy ;  the  Projeft  of  fecuring  Toledo  was  laid  afidc^ 
and  it  was   relolv'd  to  march  towards  the  Eti&- 
my,  in  order  to  keep  'em  in  play  inliich  a  manner, 
as  that  they  (hould  have  no  thoughts  to  difturb  die 
King's  March.

N'othing  confiderabte 
happened  all  that  while,  five  only  that  the  Enemy 
gainM  (bme  little  Advantages  over  fmall  Parties  and 
Forragers,  meeriy  by  the  favour  of  the  Country 
People,  who  would  fain  have  been  rid  of  the  Por- 
tugue:{9^  and  delivered  from  the  InconveniencieS  of 
Wan 

At  length,  when  the  Confederate  Generals  (aw 
there  was  no  Hope  of  receiving  any  more  Reinforce- 
ments, and  that  no  Dlveriion  was  made  to  oblige  the 
Enemy  to  divide  their  Forces,  it  wasrefblv'd  to  pals 
the  Tngus,  before  the  Rains  Ihould  render  it  im- 
praftlcable.  .  The  Enenfiy  had  boafted  all  along  to 
hinder  them  from  It,  by  Fighting  them  :  And  inaeed 
it  was  a  difficult  Undertaking  lb  march  forty  Leagues 
in  fight  of  an  Enemy  much  fiiperior,  and  thro*  a 
Country  altogether  unknown.  However,  Colonel  The  Cmfe^  " 
Caries  having  been  fent  Ibme  days  before  to  view  the^^''^^^^  '^-

Poft  of  Alar  con  ^  which  is  a  pretty  ftronie  Caftle,  and 
a  Paffiige  over  that  Rivet,  being  poffefs'd  bv  the 
Enemy,  'twas  thought  they  could  not  be  iecurc 
there;  the  rather,  becaufe  part  of  the  Enemy's  Ar- 
iny  arriv'd  near  that  Place,  aflbon  as  they  oh  the 
ocnerfide.  Lieutenant  General  V^ndham  brought

The  Enemy  pais'd  the  Tagus  at  AranfueT^^  with 
all  their  Forces,  and  with  a  ffrong  Body  of  Horfc 
obftrv'd,  and  endeavour'd  to  difturb  the  March  of 
the  Allies.  But  they  never  found  an  Opportunity 
to  attack  them  with  Advantage ;  (6  that,  at  laft,  the 
latter  bals'd  the  Xuc^r  near  Velverdo^  from  wbsncc 
they  march'd  to  Montila^  and  then  to  Peraly  where 
they  ftaid  a  few  Days.

^ould  return,  with  a  greater  Force,  to  their  Relief. 
The  Burghers  made  a  weak  Defence  for  three  Days, 
and  then (urrendred ;  Redeeming  themlelves-from 
"    bein^  Plundered  and  Burnt  by  paying  t  00000  Pieces 
of  Eight  in  ready  Money,  givmg  Hoftages  for  the 
^  like  Sum  to  be  paid  in  4  Months,  befides  xooo  Pi- 

ftoles  paid  down,  which  they  had  promifed  the 
Marquis  dm  Mlnas^  when  he  fifft  reduced  that  Place  j 
by  reftoring  (iich  pprt  of  the  Booty  taken  fitjm  the 
Cfonvoy  which  MajorGenefal  0-F<f?tf/ commanded,  as 
had  been  brought  into  that  Place  \  by  delivering  up 
their  Artillery,  and  other  Arms,  Ammunition  and 
Provifions,  ft)r  the  life  of  his^  Catholick  Ma'ieft)^, 
and  the  regular  Troops  in  their  Garrifoh  to  be  Pri- 
£>aers  at  Difcrction;  and  by  making  their  Sub- 
miiCon,  and  Swearing  Allegiance  a-new  to  King 
Charles  III.    The  Vifcount  de  Fonte  Arcad/t^  dcfign'd 
to  have  proceeded  as  far  as  Madrid^  in  order  to  rein- 
i&«ce  the  Confederate  Army ;  but  being  inform'd 
that  King  Charles  was  marcn'd  for  Valencia^  he  re- 
turned frwi  Salamanca  to  Ciud4d  Hodrigo^  and  the 
Convoy  of  Cloaths  and  Money  he  had  under  4iis 
Guard,  was,  afterwards  ftnt  by  Sea  to  Vaknda.

That  the  Inhabitants  of  Carthagena  wei^c  fo  difoos'cl  v^V't-/ 
to  the  Intercft  of  theif  liwrfal  Sovereign,  King 
Charles  111.  that  upon  the  Appearance  of  the  Fleet, 
jhcy  believ'd  the  City  would  declare  for  His  Ma-  .

The  6th  in  the  Evening  his 
Majcfty  fell  into  a  fort  of  Lethargy,  whereupon 
proper  Medicines  were  adrfiiniftred  to  him,  which 
gavehimEaft  inhisHead  ;  but  the  Defluxion  fal- 
.  hng  upon  his  Lungs,  he  was  let  Blood  in  the  Foot 
die  next  Morning,  and  In  the  Evening  found  him- 
ielf  much  better  j  and  all  the  following  Night  there 
were  great  hopes  of  his  Recovery.    The  8th  Jiis 
Majefty  was  let  Blood  in  the  Arm,  but  a  great

On  the  ^oth  the  Generals  embarked  at  St.  Hellens, 
where  they  waited  (bme  days  for  the  arrival  of  \hc 
Dutch  Squadron  and  Tranljxjrts,  that  were  derabM 
in  the  Downs  by  contrary  Win^s.    On  the  4th  qf 
Augujiy  wpcm  a  falle  Information,  that  the  Dutch

joint  Adminlftration  of  that  Country,    The  whole 
Ceremony  was  perform'd  widi  aareat  deal  of  De- 
,.  cency  ;  and  the  jPeople  In  gencralffave all  demon- 
fbations   of  their  Satis&^ion,  in  being  under  hi^ 
Highnefs's  Protection.    Some  time  before,  the  Em^  i^.  Step* 
perorfent  a  Decree  to  the  Diet  of  the  Empire,  im-ney  thg 
porting, '  That  haying  thought  fit  to  create  the  Didce  Du^  •/ 
of  ^larlborouf^h^  a  Prince  of  the. Empire,  in  confide- ^^1^ 
*  ration  of  his  Emlnrnt  Services,  he  had  ere£ledthe^8"' 
'County  of  Mindelheim  into  a  Principalipr, .  and^.J^^T* 
given  the  fame  to  that  Prince  to  qualify  him  to  Sit  ^^^^^ 
and  Vote  in  theQ)llegeof  Princes  ofthe  Emt^e^^^^  Ditt  tf 
and  that  therefore  his  Majefly  recommended  mantht  Eimfire^ 
to  admit  his  Plenipotentiaiy  mereinto,  without  any 
delay,  that  the  laid  Prince  mighty  be  encourage 
more  and  more,  to  continue  his  Services  to  G^rmdnyf 
and  the  Coounon  Caufe. 

The  unhappy  Continuance  of  the  Troubles  of 
Hungary^  and  of^the  Diftraftions  of  Poland,  mgether 
with  ibme  reviving  Embers  of  Rebellion  in  Bnvurin^ 
ieem'd  to  aS>rd  a  favourable  Oprportunity  to  the 
French  to  invade  Gerntdny,  for  which  purpoie,  they ^^^^i»-^  ^r 
aflembled  early,  a  numerous  Army  under  the  Ma-^^pf^i^^. 
refchals  de  VlUars  and  Marcin.    Upon  notice  of  their «,,  phe 
taking  the  Field,  Prince  Levis  of  Baden  itt  out  thelUiinf . 
agth  o(  Aprii^  from  Hadftat,  for  Bnguenau,  and  the 
next  Morning  his  Parties  bh>ught  mm  word,  That 
the  two  Mk^ichals  being  joinM,de(igned  to  fall  upon 
him  with  ox  Battalions  and  ijTo  Squadrons.    Tha£ 
Prince,  who  had  not  one  third  part  of  thje  Number 
of  Troops  to  oppofe  diem,  thought  fit  immediate- 
ly to  retire,  wbch  he  did  in  very  good  Order,  tho* 
the  French  did  whatever  they  cbulato  overtake  him. 
He  left  a  Garrl^  in  HagtwnaUj  and  another  in  - 
Dirufinlxim^  but  abandon'd  BifchmiUr,  and  all  the 
pther  Pofb  lo  Alface^  and  pofte^i  his  little  Army  in

a  Reinforcement  int©  Lttndnu^  and  as  (bon  as  he  had 
Notice  that  It  was  done,  he  retired  over  the  T{^ine  in 
Masue-    ^^^  Night,  and  broke  down  the  Bridge.   The  French 
ns^f/fjfc^T/.befiegcd  lidgucmu    (  whole  Garrifbn  to  the  number 
May  12.  1400  Men,  befides  Soofick,  llirrendred  Priftnersof 
jil.  S.      War,  on  the  12th  of  M^^,  N.  S.  )  relievM  ¥m  Lw- 
is :  and  (b,  by  their  AiUvjty,  and  the  fatal  flowneft 
of  the  Kidi^mans  recovered  in  a  Day  all  they  had  loft 
the  former  Campaign?  on  that  Side.   The  Marcfchal 
de  JAarcin  having  aitfted  in  that  Expedition,  returned 
towards  the  Mo:[elle^  and  march'd  afterwards  to  the 
hktherUnds :    And  as  for  Marefchal  dc  P^U/trs^  he 
made  no  other  Expbit,  than  the  pofleffinghtmfelf  of 
the  Intrenchments  of  Lanterlmr^^    arid  cafting  up 
Lines  to  block  up  Landau^  and  fecure  the  Panes  of 
the  l^tnc.    He  was,  indeed,  preparing  every  thing 
lor  the  further  Profecutipn  of  hts  great  I>figns,  but

kingaty    fit  ouiet,  and  to  deplore  his  Condition^,  with  this 
'i^ing,        Rene£tion,  T/wf  ns  Affairs  were,  at  this  Time,  mttfia- 
ged,  the  grentcfl  Misfortune  that  could  befaft  a  Man  of 
HortoKT  was   to  eofnniand  an  hnfsrlat  Arvny.     Thele 
Melancholy  Thoughts,  together  with  the  undeftr- 
vedReproach  he  was  fenfible  he  lay  under,of  Favour- 
ing ¥ra)ice,  enclined  him  to  retire  to  the  Bath  of 
Slangeyibad  ^  and,  in  all  Probability,  did  not  ii  little 
His  Death  co^^^'^"^^  ^^  ^^'^^  lingring  Sickueis  of  which  he  died 
Jan,  4.     '^^  J{r.dfiat  on  the  j^t\i  o[  ^ nnuary   iy07.

N.  S.       was  born  at  Pari.-^  on  the  Sth  of  Apil  i6s'5'.  and  was 
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chriftencd   Lcvoh  by  the  Name  of  the  French  King,   A.  C* 
who  ftood  his  God-Father  \  which,undoubtcdly  gave    ,  -^q6 
Birth  to  the  fallc .Imputation  of  his  being  m  that  v.„x-v^v^ 
Monarch's  Intcreft.    His  crcat  Acllons,  agakift  the  h^  cifci»-. 
Turksy  rais'd  him  to  the  fint  Military  Dignity  of  the  r4^fr. 
Empire,  being  Gqnetal-Lieutenant  to  the  Emperor, 
which  is  fo  high  *a  Dignity,   that  thofe  who  are 

goflcfi'd  thereof  pretend.  That  they  arc  t6  obey  no 
odv  but  the  Emperor  ;  and  Prince  LewK  would  not 
yield  to  the  King  of  the  f^r^wnns  himftlf,  till  he  had 
a  particular  Commiffion  from  the  fimperor  to  repre- 
ftnt  his  Perfbn.  Tliat  Prince  enjo/d,  for  fevcral 
Years,  the  Reputation  of  a  Great  Cxcneral,  but  his 
Disputes  witli  the  Ck)uncil  of  War  at  Vienna  con- 
tributed very  much  to  ^fink  his  Fame  :  For  that 
Council  crofled  ail  hisProje£ls,and  did  not  fiipply  him 
witbwhat  was  requilite  to  put  them  In  Execution. 
And  then  Prince  Eu^cne^  and  fbon  after  the  Duke  ot 
Mnrlborough  appearing  in  the  Martial  Field  with 
greater  Luftre,  all  the  \\  orld  tum*d  their  Eyes  upon:

regarded;  Tho' after  his  Death,  all  impartial  Men 
did  him  the  Juftice  to  acknowledge,  that  he  was  in- 
ferior to  none  of  his  Cotemporaries  in  Military 
Skill. 

Twas  very  happy  for  GewMw)',  that  the  Slow- vff^/r/  «/ 
ftefi  and  Weakneis  of  its  Efforts  on  the  I^ine  was  Hungary, 
made  up  by  the  Vi(9:orics  of  the  Allies  every  where 
clfe;  But 'twas  a  great  Misfortune,  that; the 'Peace 
of  Hungary^  which  was  thought  fb  near  a  Conclufi- 
.  on,  met  with  the  fame  Obftacles  that  were  formerly 
in  its  way,  and  which  bafRcd  the  Care  and  Applicati-^ 
on  both  of  the  Ordinary  and  Extraordinary  Minifters 
from  Englniid  and  Holland^  fent  to  Vienna  to  mediate 
that  long-wi(h'd  for  Accommodation.  Tlie  Cefla- 
tion  of  Arnw  agreed  on  between  the  Imperialifts  and 
Hu?2garians,  and  afterwards  continued  to  the  iith 
oijuly^  N.  S.  was  religioufly  obferv'd;  the  Medi- 
ators  imorovy  that  time  to  remove  many  DifficuU 
ties  \  and  tho'  on  the  other  Hand,  the  French  Court 
left  no  Scone  untum'd,  to  prevent  the  Pacification  of 
thofe  Troubles,  yet  'twas  hoped  that  the' News  of 
the  great  Victory  obtain^  by  the  Duke  of  Maribo^  . 
rough  in  the  Netherlands,  and  the  Raifing  of  the  Siege 
oi  Barcelorin^  Vs'ouldhavc  had  aKivourable  Influence 
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on  that  A$ur;  The  rather,  becaufc  Prince  ^ti}!,ot:{i^ 
the  Head  of  'the  Malecontcnts  appcafd  well  cn- 
clinM  to  an  Accommodation. .  That  Prince's  Con- 
fort  having  obtained  Leave  of  the  Emperor,  to  go 
» to  her  Husband  in  Hungnr/j  (eem'd  likewifc  to  be  a 
good  Omen ;  but  the  Ffopes  of  ^cace.  on  that  fide, 
were  loon  blafted  by  the  Stifhefi  or  the  Imperial 
Court.    On  the  6th  of  7«w^  N.  S.  Mr.  Stepney^  die 
Qyeen  of  Grea  Britain  s  Envoy  Extraordinary,  and 
the  Count  de  Hecheren^  who  had  the  fame  Cha- 
tai^er  from  the  States  General,  went  from  Timau 
to  Nffwhau/ity  where  they  had  a  Conference  with 
Prmce  Bfigot:{i^  and  the  other  Chief  of  the  Male- 
contcnts, who  had  been  Acre  affembled  ever.fincc 
the  10th  of  Mny ;  and  prevail'd  with  them  to  deliver 
Demsnds  their  Demands  in  Writing.    Accordingly  a  Week

of  the  Hungarians^  imply'd.  That  all  their  Privileges 
were  violated ;  the  Anlwer  of  the  Imperiallfts  on  the 
contrary,  (iippofed  no  fiich  Violation,  but  only  de- 
clared that  if  there  was  any  fiich  thing,  it  fliguld  be 
remedied  in  a  future  Diet.

Letters,  one  to  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain^   and 
another  for  the  States-General,  wherein  they  ic- 
turn'd  their  hearty 'Thanks  to  Her  Majcfty,  and 
their  Hijgh  Mightmefles,  for  their  generous  Inter- 
pofition  in  Favour  of  their  Nation,  and  aflur'd  them, 
that  they  were  very  forry  that  their  Mediation  fliould 
have  been  fhiftrated  by  the  Artifices  of  fbme,  who 
having  fomented  thefe  Troubles,  were  altogether  a- 
gainft  Peace,being  refolv'd  to  fee  die  Ruin  oi Hungary.

The  19th  of  Juiy^  being  the  day  appointed  for  the 
Eledion,  all  the  Canons  repait'd  to  the  Church, 
and  had  dtt  ady  performed  the  Religious  Duttes^ 
when  the  A4ini(cers  of  Urrain  thought  fit  to  notHy  ^ 
to  them  a  Brief  from  his  Holtnefs,  which  put  off  the 
Eledion  to  tiie  next  Month. 

Altho'  the  Chapter  did  thereby  receive  an  Afftont 
the  more  fenfitle',  in  that,  neither  the  Church  of

*  a  good  Opinion  of -the  Englijh ;  And  then  he  en- 
larged tijfcn  the  *  Great'Advantagc,  Reafonablenefi,

Befides  the  ftirririg  up  the  turbulent  Humours  of 
the  Edinburgh  Mobb,  the  DifafFc<5l:ed  thought  of  ano- 
therMcthod  to  difturb  and  diftraft  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Parliament,which  was  the  Prociirtng,  with  mali- 
cious and  eager  Induftry,  Addreffes,  Petitkms  and 
Reprcftntations  againft  the  Vmon^  from  all  the  Cor- 
ner^ of  the  Kingdom.  The  Urft  that  came  upon  the 
Stage,  was  that  of  the  obfcure  Town  of  Lnudcr^ 
which  on  the  fame  day,  that  Mr.  Snltdn  {o  fevercly 
reflefted  on  the  Scotch  Commilfioners,  was  deliver'cl 
.  to  all  the  Members  as  they  entred  the  Parliament 
Houfe,  and  was  as  follows :

tice _  of  us,  our  Gracious  Sovereign  Queen  ANH 
was  Gracioufly  pleafed  to  give  the  Royal  Aflcni  to 
to  our /f  ft  of  Security^  to  that  of  Peace  and  ^4r  af» 
ter  the  Deceafe  of  her  Majefty,  and  the  Heirs  of 
her  Body,  ajid  to  give  us  a  Hedge  to  all  our  Sacred 
and  Civil  Interefts,  by  declaring  it  High  Treafon  to 
endeavour  the  Alteration  of  thetn^as  they  were  then 
eftablifty.  Thereupon  did  follow  the  chreatnirig 
and  minatory  Laws  againft  us  by  the  Parliament  of 
England^  and  the  unjuft  and'  unequal  Charadler  of 
what  her  Majefty  had  fo  Gracioufly  condefcended  to 
in  our  Favours.  Now,  tny  Lord^  whether  the  De- 
fire  they  had  to  have  us  engag'd  in  the  fime  Succct 
fion  with  them  ?  Or  whether  they  found  us  like  a 
free  and  independent  People,  breathing  after  more 
Liberty  than  what  formerly  was  look*d  after?  (^r 
whether  they  were  afraid  of  our  A8  of  Security^  m 
cafe  of  her  Majefty's  Deceafe  ?

This  &me  conftane 
Maxim  hath  been  purfiied  by  the  Invincible  Lord» 
the  Emperor  my  Brother,  with  the  Vigour  which 
the  happy  Succeffet  of  his  Anas  hare  manifefted ; 
in  which  I  have  concurred  on  my  part,  omitting 
neither  Fatigues,  nor  Diligence,  wherwy  I  might 
contribute  ro  fe  Gloriousand  Important  an  End,  cx- 
pofing  my  (elf  to  the  created  Dangers :  whidi  bciog 
ib  well  known,  I  (hall  not  mention  nere.  Every 
unbiafled  and  prudent  Judge  will  plainly  fee,  that 
although  this  Enterprise  l^  indeed  advantagiousto 
the  Interefts  of  our  moft  Auguft  Houie,  no  Ic6 
Benefit  will  accrue  hereby  to  the  whole  Monarchy 
of  Spdin  in  general,  and  every  one  of  its  Subfe& 
in  particular,  whom  we,  the  Attfiriam  Kings,  have 
always  look'd  upon  more  like  our  Children  than 
Subjedls,  without  making  any  partiaTDiftindioa 
of  one  from  the  other.  On  the  contrary,  the  cUet 
Aim  of  the  f^ensb  in  their  Negotiationv  (thoi^ 
doath'd  with  different  Colours)  has  been  to  esnr- 

{ate  the  Spaniards^  and  to  bury  in  Obtivtoo  the 
Memory  oF  their  Glorious  Anions.  .  Framd  hath 
never  eea(ed  to  endeavour  with  the  utmoft  Care 
the  adjufting  oF  Peace  by  dividing  this  Monarchv, 
;tnd  at  this  time  doth  fblicite  ic  widi  more  Earoei|- 
nefi  than  ever  j  for  on  the  repeated  ill  Succeflcs 
which  (he  harb  had,  and  the  late  Overthrows  in 
the  Netherlands  and  Piedmont^  by  which  (he  loft 
Flanders  and  the  State  of  MUan^  Ihe  fears  that  if  ic 
be  not  obtained  before  rhe  Opening  of  the  next 
Campaign,  the  War  will  then  be  carried  into  her 
own  C'ounrry,  together  with  tho(e  unavoidoble  Ca- 
lamities under  which  Divine  Juftice  hath  broiight 
her  Ambition,  But  oqr  Allies  with  great  Confhtn- 
cy  iiave  always  reje^^ed  thole  Propofals,  truly 
knowing  the  Potfbn  that  was  hid  in  them,expeding 
the  good  Succc(s  and  Security  of  the  Peace  from  no- 
thing but  the  happyprogreffes  of  theWar,and  hoping 
thatQod  will  continue  his  Afliftance,as  we  have  ex- 
perienced hisDivineAid  in  fiich  remarKableViftori^s 
obtained  by  ihci^*.  Gloirious  Ann?,  andtlulll  iDay 
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be  put  tn  Pofl8iIion.oC  dnc  Monarchy^  and  JViiim 
'  obliged  by  Force  to  a  due  Obfervancc  of  the  Trca- 
^  lies  which  {hall  be  made^  fince  Experience  has 
^  caught  tbac  the  Faith  oi  Oaths  is  not  {ufficlent  (o 
^  bind  her.    At  the  fame  time,  the  Subtility  of  the 
^  Trench  perceiving  they  cannot  deftroy  this  Monar-

This  Faft  is  (b-  noforious,  that  no  body  ( though 
very  remote  from  Poblick  Affairs)  but  muft  hav<? 
heard  it  lamented,  as  a  Misfortune  to  Chriftcndom, ' 
abhorring  the  Proceedings  o\  the  French  in  a  Cafe  . 
in  which  the  Propagation  of  our  Holy  Caiholick ' 
Faith  was  fo  deeply  concerned ;  and  comparifig  cb6 
Circumlhinces  of  fuch  -notoricus  Fa£ls,  ("^icboik ' 
calling  CO  mind  many  others  more  ancient  and  ot*- 
ten  repeated)  it  appears  plainly  whoic  islbac  ftudies 
and  endeavours  the  Encreafe  of  ReU^fon,  and  who 
hath   moft  eameftly  endeavoured  it»  Prejudice*

Grand  Alliance,  y«c  the  Affain  of  the  High  AQics 
did  not  go  ib  (iiccefsfailiy  in  other  Parca.  In  fk 
liethnUmdt  about  Mdejirichf  and  Antwerp  we  fbnal 
our  (elfes  in  venr  great  Danger  ;  and  in  Germ^ 
the  Enemy  had  (o  great  a  Superiority,  what  wok 
dieir  own,  and  their  Confederate's  Forces^  that  eir- 
ly  in  the  Sprins,  even  before  the  Witucr  was  wt2 
o^er,  they  pafi^  the  Bj^ne^  and  making  themielva 
Maften  of  Fort  Ksbi^  and  other  Places  chercabouo, 
march*d  through  very  difficult  and  barren  Wap 
to  the  O^mhe^  put  the  two  adjacent,  and  not  it 
leaft  Cirdesci  the  Empire,  and  even  the  Arcb- 
dukedom  oiAt^U^  and  County  of  TiVa/,  ituo  gpet 
Perplexity,  took  (  notwithftaodinfl  the  Siiccouis 
fern  up  by  your  High  Mightine£(es )  the  fiortrefis 
ofJin^and  L4HdMMi  andlaftly,i>y  their  Advancs- 
ges  on  the  Sfmhach^  fpread  the  Terror  of  tfacir 
Arms  to  the  hUin  and  MufelU.  The  CampiaifB  oi 
1704  was  opened  by  the  Enemy  on  the  l^iper 
t^jrifH  and  the  Datmh^  and  to  redrefs  the  Infeaoieac 
DftOger  ithrougbt  upon  the  Allies,  and  prerent^ 
£itgl  Confeaueoces  that  were  apprehended  from  k, 
your  HighMightinefles, with  her  Majefty  theQuecs 
ot  GreMi  Brihiin^  were  obliged  Co  fend  up  a  TCiy 
con6derable  Number  of  Troops,  which  had  iuch 
Sucorfi^  that  a  Stop  was  put  to  the  Progrefe  of  ibe 
Enemy  \  and  by  the  great  Battle  of  Hocbfiet^  fought 
don  after  that  at  Scbetcnb^rgk^  all  that  was  loft  wis 
recoyer'd,  Brj/^c  and  Fort  KshlovXj  excepted :  Bat 
in  the  mean  time  the  Arms  of  the  Allk»  Had  not 
the  &mc  Succefi  in  other  Parts,  partlcuUiiy  in  B^r- 
iuz^j  and  in  tiedmotu,  ^hetc  befides  the  Redufii- 
on  of  th^  Dutcby  of  Sdvoj^  (everal  Places  wot 
forced  to  (iibmit  to  the  Enemy.,  tho'  not  without 
putting  them  to  4  very  great  Expence  ot  Bkod. 
ef|)eciauy  Veruey  which  coft  them  a  hard  Siege  of 
abore  Sue  Months.  Thefe  Succefles,  High  and 
Mighty  Lordst  gave  us  good  Ground  to  hope,  that 
the  Enemy,  who  in  the  Batde  of  Hpclfiet^  asd  die 
Siege  o{  Ferue,  had  in  effe&  loft  two  Armies,  cooU 
not  repair  that  Lofi,  at  leaft,  not  lb  (peedily,  as  to 
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^  hinder  die  Military  Operations  of  the  Allies,  die 
^  next  Year,  on  the  Mofth  and  the  Saar  and  Cotmrty  • 

*  adjacent,  where  ^ance  is  leaft  fortified  by  Art ;  but 

*  Ac  E^ent  was  very  different  from  thofc  Hopes  and 

*  Appearance^.  The  Enemy  took  the  Field  firft  a* 
^  gam,  on  the  Attfile^  with  a  (brmidable  Army,  an^ 

*  pofted  themielves  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  the  Army 
^  which  march'd  up  thither  could  undertake  no  en- 

*  tcrpri!&e  of  G,on(equence :  *At  the  fame  rime  the  Ene- 
^  my  appeared  Superior  on  the  Msfxe^  ib  that  to  fer 

*  cure  the  Scate  from  Dilafter,  the  Troops  were  ob- 
^  iig'd  to  come  back  h*om  the  Mcfele ;  yet  that  Sue- 
^  cefi  attended  them,  that  in  a  little  time  afrer  the  E- 
^  nemy's  Lines  in  9rstaut  "VFzrt  forced.   In  Sfaim,  by 

*  means  of  the  new  Succors  fent  thitbet,  who  fook 
^  Sdreelcnay  the  Face  of  Affairs  was  happily  chang'd ; 
^  and  on  ihe  Upper   t^hine^    the   Arms   of  the  . 

*  Ahiet  broke  through  the  Enemy's  Lines  about 
'  Hdgtunan^  deep  into  Alface,    On  the  other  Hand, 

the  Enemy  reduced  all  PieJnwtu^,  the  Capital 
(  which  was  threatned  hard  too  )  and  two  or  three 
other.  Places  only  excepted.  And  laftly,  to  coine 
to  the  SucceiTes  of  the  paft  Campaign*  they 
have  in  feveral  Parts  (by  the  Goodnefe  of  Goci) 
been  very  great  and  advantageous  beyond  all|Hu- 
man  ExpeSation.  In  S^jiit,  fi4rce/m<  was  reUev'd, 
and  the  Enemy  forc'd  to  draw  oft,  with  the  Loft  of 
almoft  a  whole  Army«  and  of  a  confiderable  Train 
of  Artillery,  and  all  manner  ofStoresof  War^  thif 
was  attended  by  the  Submiirion  of  the  indre  Princi- 
pality of  Ctf/tf/91114,  and  of  the  Kingdoms  (Sf  VdUnci^ 
ahd  Art  agon  to  l^mgChMrks  III,  as^aKb  of  feveral 
Maritin^e  Places  in  the  Meditfrpaftean^  In  the  Ne- 
therlands^  by  th&Glorious  Batde  of  ^miSj^^  and  the 
Affright  and  Confufion  into  which  it  put  the  Ene- 
my, three  Spanifh  Provinces,  and  feveral  great  and 
opulent  Cities  and  Piacei  in  them,  werelikewile  re- 
duce to  the  Obedience  of  King  Charles  III ;  and  af- 
terwards leveret  otbdl^  Towns,  tM  Oftend,  httnin^ 
benJermanJe^  4etb^  were  with  unoommon  Vigouv 
and  Bravery  taken  in  much  lefi  Time  than  the  like 
was  ever  done  before :  AikI  in  Piidmoiu^  the  C\v^ 
of  T^ri^  was  in  a  moft  wond^^  oaanner  nobly  re- 
llev'df  ^nd  the  ^nemy  brforc  it  rqutfidf  at^  with

not  Hutmingben  above  it,  and  Fort  l^iii/  below  it, 
would  command  the  ^ine  from  &§^i  down  to  PW- 
Ifpshourg^  and  which  havit^  tbe  fert^e^^^ssf^^ebfDd 
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^  k,  imd  tfi  open  Commiitiication  with  ¥ran9e  thro'

how  low  (beyer  Bramce  has  been  bPDUght,  ^irfaetiMr  If 
foreign  Wars  in  which  even  their  Kings  were  i 
Prisoners,  ^or  by  Qvil  Broik  and  Troubleiy 
Crown  has  been  always  able^tn  a  ihort  iiTBn^^teo^ 
ver it  felf  again,  and  gain  the  better  of  dieir  Advc^ 
(arys  andefpeciallyJfbydffeDfaainutioiior  SkA-

Exampks  of  she  Ad- 
vantages tbey  have  gaia'd  by  it  are  not  unooamioo, 
add  the  Wars  that  preceded  the  Peace  of  JB(jfmkia 
aSbrd  more  than  one  Proof  of  it  \  but  not  %o  dwell 
upon  this  Argument,  we  balre.fufficieiitly  «rperi- 
encM  during  the  prefenc  War,  one  Year  after  ano- 
ther) that  tho*  the  Enemy  have  (as  has  been  aires- 
dy  recited  )  been  fbundly  beaten,  and  hate  t^xSkfi 
Vi^t^l  great  Lo^,  yet  they  have  always  appearV)  firft 
again,  and  wVb  formidable  Numbers  in  the  Field. 
Even  the  mighty  Defeats  and  Lofles  they  have  ia* 
ftain'd  the  laft  Campaign,  have  not  flacken'd,  but 
quickened  tbeir-Diligence ;  for,  according  to  ail  Ad- 
vices, the  Enemy  by  raifing  great  Levies  and  Re- 
cruits, by  commanding  the  Intendants  ot  the  Pro- 
vinces to  furnifh  a  con(}derable  Nun^Mrr  of  Men, 
by  remounting. their  Horfe  and  Dragoons,  by  con- 
triving and  introducing  new  Ways  to  raife:  Money, 
and  by  making  careful.  Provrfion  of  all  other  N^- 
ceiTaries,   are  endeavouring  widivthemoft  earned 
Application  and  Expedition  to ' re- eftablt%  their 
{hatcer'd  Armies,  and  broken  Troops,  and  put  tl^m 
;nto  a  Condition  of  Service.

vain^  were  retired  towards '  Bruffeis ;  ib  that  we 
made  our  Bridges,  and  pafi'd  the  River  without  a* 
ny  Oppofition.  We  encamped  that  day  at  BeMemi 
and  continued  our  March  next  Morning  eariy. 
About  I  o  a  Clock  I  receiv*d  the  ^cloled  Letter  by 
a  Trumpet  from  the  Marqufs  df  Deynfe,  Governor 
of  that  Place:  Whereupon  I  lent  Colonel  P^nfMi, 
one  of  my  Aids  de  Camp,  with  a  CompUment  to 
him,  and  the  States,  to  let  them  know,  TBiould  be 
glad  td  fee  ebem  in  the  Afternoon.  About  4^  Cloc|c 
tl^ey  came  to  Ohbem^  with  two  other  Depacadptts; 
one  firom  the  Soverdgn  Council  of  trabmttj  and 
the  other  from  theBurgomaflersandGty  xAWtujtU. 
They  all  fliew'd  great  Satis&dion  at  their  being  de- 
l^er'd  from  the  French  Yoke, and  exprefi'd,with  a  ve- 
ry^becoming  Ref|)e£):,  the  Obligations  they  owe  to 
her  Majefty  on  this  occafion.  As  foon  as  they  were 
gone,  I  writ  a  Letter^  in  coajunfkion  with  the  Depu- 
ties of  the  Army,  to  theStates,  whereof  you  have  here 
Copy.  I^wasadvis'dto  it  as  neceflary,  not  only  to 
enable  them  to  aflemble,  but  likewife  to  prompt 
them  to  declare  immediately  for  King  Cbsrhs^  before 
the  Enemy  came  to  make  a  fiand.  We  writ  two 
other  Letters  of  the  like  Tenor  to  the  Sovereign 
Council,  and  to  the  City,  which  have  all  the  good 
Effe£k  we  could  wi(h :  For  yefterday  in  the  After- 
noon^  the  three  Deputations  returned  with  th« 
Letters,  whereof  you  have  likewile  Copies,  own- 
f  ing  his  Catholick  Majefty  in  Form.    They  repea-

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ted  again  the  great  Senfe  they  have  of  her  Mafeftj's 
Goodiiefs,  in  relitviiig  them  from  the  OppreiSoa 
of  thQ  French  Gdrernment ;  and  I  can  aliufe  you 
there  feems  (o  be  an  uni{^er(ai  Joy  among  all  forts  at 
Peopft.^  *^The  Magiftrares  olMrJjhn,  and  thofc  of 
Alofl^  have  Itkewifc  bcenrwith  me,  and  made  their 
SubmifSon.
